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City status plans for 
town blasted by MP

SHOULD Northampton be a city or not? 

The debate over the town’s status has 
begun in ernest after MP Brian Binley criti¬ 
cised proposals by Northamptonshire 
Enterprise Limited to transform it from the 
largest town in the country into a medium to 
small city. 

The partnership, which represents the bor¬ 
ough and county councils and West 
Northants Development Corporation 
(WNDC), has implied a decision has already 
been made to initiate plans to turn 
Northampton into a city. 

Mr Binley, who was born and bred in 
Northamptonshire and can claim ancestry 
back to 1484, said as long as he remains an 
Ambassador for Northampton he won’t ‘take 
part in a public relations exercise which to 
my mind will simply enhance the profile of 
local politicians and if successful, the pay 
cheques of local government officers.’ 

He said: “I would remind everybody that 
Northampton’s role as a County Town has 
meaning and import to every citizen of the 
county and not just to Northampton alone, 
and the leading figures in Northampton 
would do well to remember that rather than 
take an isolationist view and plough a furrow 
that could well cause friction between the 
borough and the rest of the county. 

“It is interesting to note that both the chief 
executive and leader of the borough council 
are lately arrived in Northampton, and per¬ 
haps do not fully understand the role the 
County Town plays, and the high regard 
which Northamptonshire people have for it.” 

Mr Binley has asked Northamptonshire 


Enterprise to provide him with details of its 
decision-making process, particularly if any 
public consultation took place. 

But David Randall, chief operating officer 
from Northamptonshire Enterprise, said the 
move to city status would bring investment 
and tourism to the town. 

He said: “Northamptonshire Enterprise Ltd 
recently ran an event in order that 
Northampton Borough Council, WNDC and 
Northamptonshire County Council could 
explain their plans for the future of the town 
to the local business community. 

“We have received correspondence from 
Brian Binley MP, who has expressed an inter¬ 
est in discussing this with us further. We will 
be contacting him over the next couple of 
days to discuss his concerns.” 

Cllr Tony Woods, leader of Northampton 
Borough Council said: “We are very proud of 
our town’s rich history and position as the 
county town. 

“Northampton is already one of the largest 
towns in the country, and some might argue 
already a city in all but name. We have an 
opportunity to create something special, a 
unique place that combines all the best char¬ 
acteristics of a town with the energy and 
vibrancy of a city. 

“And we all want to see Northampton 
become established as a great place to live, 
work and play. The Market City is a vision 
and not a definitive plan for the future, we 
are about to embark on an exciting journey 
and it is important everyone is involved and 
included.”

It’s a glassy affair as recycling scheme extends 


BLACK recycling boxes for glass 
are ready to land on the 
doorsteps of 15,000 more 
homes. 

After collecting more than 700 
tonnes of glass in just two 
months, Northampton’s recy¬ 
cling scheme will be rolled out 
to 15,000 more households in 
September. 

Earlier this year more than 
65,000 households in 
Northampton received new 
black glass recycling boxes. 

The next stage of the scheme 
will see glass recycling boxes 
being delivered to all house¬ 
holds that still use black sacks. 


During the next few weeks, 
new calendars and black boxes 
will be delivered to an addition¬ 
al 15,000 houses so even more 
people can join in with glass 
recycling from the kerbside. 

For these households the new 
collection will start week com¬ 
mencing Monday September 
21 . 

Glass bottles and jars will be 
collected every four weeks, on 
the same day as the black sack 
collection. 

Cllr Trini Crake, 

Northampton Borough Council 
cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment said: “Recycling is more 


popular than ever in 
Northampton. It is great to see 
how quickly everyone 
embraces new schemes. 

“Our recycling rates increase 
every time we create new ways 
for people to recycle. 

“We want to make it as easy as 
possible for people to recycle 
and reduce the amount of rub¬ 
bish sent to landfill. 

“This will give every house¬ 
hold the chance to have their 
used bottles and jars turned 
into new glass.” 

The new recycling calendars 
and black boxes will be deliv¬ 
ered in early September. 


It’s DIY for resident 
to fix drain flooding

A MAN had to remove a lump of 
tarmac from a drain which had 
been causing his street to flood 
every time it rained. 

Colin Bricher, from Broad- 
mead Avenue in Northampton, 
slammed Northamptonshire 
County Council for not dealing 
with the problem which ‘resi¬ 
dents have been complaining 
about for years.’ 

Mr Bricher, who ran for county 
council with the Christian 
People’s Alliance party in June, 
said the drains at the junction 
with Mayfield Road often 
become blocked when it rains, 
causing flooding on the corner. 

He said: “Last winter, I used to 
sweep the ‘puddle’ away. 
However, I decided to examine 
more closely.” 

When he got on his hands and 
knees to see what was causing 
the problem he found a lot of 
mud and a lump of tarmac - 
which he had to clean out him¬ 
self. 

“I cleaned out a bucket full of 
mud and then discovered that 
part of the tarmac had dropped 
down into the channel and with 
just a little mud, blocked the 
flow into the drain,” he said.

“Residents have been com¬ 
plaining for years. Sadly we do 
not have a unitary authority and 
the borough council correctly 
point out that it is a county 
council matter. 

“They refer it to the contractors 


who correctly say their contract 
does not include drains. 

“We want to know why the 
contract does not include clean¬ 
ing drains.” 

Mr Bricher took just ten min¬ 
utes to clean out the drain and 
stop the blockage and he might 
take his skills a step further. 

He said: “I will have a look at 
the other drains in the area, 
because the mud does build up.” 

A spokesman for Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council said: 
“As part of the routine mainte¬ 
nance programme, the drains in 
Northamptonshire are inspect¬ 
ed and cleared on a continual 
rolling programme. 

“As well as our own regular 
checks and ongoing mainte¬ 
nance, with over four thousand 
miles of roads in the county we 
rely greatly on members of the 
public to alert to us any issues 
they come across. 

“Issues that are in need of 
action for safety reasons are our 
first priority and are usually 
dealt with immediately, other¬ 
wise they are scheduled into the 
general maintenance pro¬ 
gramme. Anyone who needs to 
report a highways problem can 
contact the StreetDoctor on 
0845 601 1113 or do it online via 
www.northamptonshire.gov.uk.” 


More centres planned as Sure Start celebrates its work 


CENTRES across Northamptonshire will cele¬ 
brate Sure Start Centre Week this month. 

Sure Start Children’s Centre Week is being cele¬ 
brated across the country between Monday, 
September 14 and Friday, September 18 to pro¬ 
mote the wide range of support available to fam¬ 
ilies. 

There are now more than 3,000 centres in 
England, providing access to services for almost 
2.4 million children under five and their families. 

At the beginning of August, NHS 
Northamptonshire Provider Services launched a 
three month consultation to help shape the serv¬ 
ices for the 11 new Children’s Centres that they 
will be managing on behalf of Northamptonshire 
County Council as part of the phase three roll¬ 
out of Children’s Centres. 

A total of 19 new Children’s Centres are planned 
for Northamptonshire, with the remaining eight 
provided by Action for Children. 

The consultation was kicked off with a family 
fun day at Daventry Sure Start Centre on August 1 
and since then representatives from Provider 
Services have been attending a number of family 


events in the areas where the new Children’s 
Centres are planned to find out direct from the 
public what services they want or expect from 
them. 

Sharon Toyer, strategic development manager 
for NHS Northamptonshire Provider Services, 
said: “It is essential that we get the views of par¬ 
ents and children to enable us to develop servic¬ 
es that the community needs and will use. 

“We have already collated some great informa¬ 
tion which will be used to help inform the overall 
strategy for new Children’s Centres in 
Northamptonshire.” 

The Government plans to expand the total 
number of Sure Start Children’s Centres, by 
March 2010, to 3,500 one for every community in 
England. 

Each centre provides access to services such as 
play and early learning for babies and toddlers, 
expert advice on healthcare run by midwives and 
health visitors and advice on parenting for mums 
and dads. Many centres also provide a range of 
additional services, such as healthy eating class¬ 
es, exercise sessions, and dads’ groups.

“We are treating the incident 
at this stage as one of sudden 
death. 

“We are appealing for witness¬ 
es to come forward in an effort 
to get a clearer picture of his 
movements between 11pm, 


Sunday, August 30, and lam on 
Monday, August 31.” 

The man was wearing blue 
jeans, a black T-shirt and silver 
Nike trainers.

A NUMBER of cats in the West 
Hunsbury area have been shot 
with air guns over recent weeks. 

One of the animals even had to 
be put down after it was seriously 
injured. 

Police, vets and the RSPCA have 
all condemned the use of such 
weapons, with community safety 
officers stepping up patrols in the 
Hunsbury Wood area. 

The issue was revealed after one 
worried owner contacted this 
newspaper when her cat had to 
have a pellet removed from 
behind its ear. 

Michelle Lewis, 34, of Sentinel 
Road, West Hunsbury, said two- 
year-old Henry had the bullet 
removed at Rhodes Veterinary 
Surgery on Thursday. 

She said: “I found a lump on his 
head behind his ear. Initially I 
thought it was a cyst and he did¬ 
n’t seem bothered by it. 

“Straight away the vet said she 
was 90 per cent sure it was an air 
gun pellet as it felt mushroom 
shaped. 

“She used a needle to test if it 
was a cyst and would weep; but it 
was banging against metal. 

“I was shocked. It was the last 
thing I had expected her to say. 

“The police said there have 
been a number of cats shot 
recently. 

“How could anyone do that to a 
cat? Were they aiming to hurt my 
cat?” 

The operation was a success, 
but Mrs Lewis added: “It was so 
sad when he came back. He was 
really drowsy and I had to carry 
him up the stairs. 

“His head has been shaved and 
there is a stitch in it, but he has 
been lucky really.” 

Delapre and Briar Hill 
Community Safer Team has since 
stepped up patrols in the wood. 

Sergeant Tora Liggins said: 
“Members of the Briar Hill Safer 


Community Team are appealing 
for information after two cats 
were shot with an air weapon, 
one of which had to be put to 
sleep as a result of the injury it 
sustained. 

“This is a particularly nasty 
crime against a defenceless ani¬ 
mal and has caused much 
anguish for the families that own 
the cats and I would urge anyone 
who may know who is responsi¬ 
ble to contact us. 

“We are proactively patrolling 
the parks in the area on top of our 
usual patrols in a bid to find 
those responsible.” 

Lisa Evans, from Rhodes 
Veterinary Surgery, said: “There 
have been had a couple of cases 
that we know of and it is happen¬ 
ing more often. 

“Depending where the cats are 
shot, it can affect them in differ¬ 
ent ways. Some pellets just 
become embedded and do not 
affect them, some might hit a 
major organ and could be fatal. 

“The people who do this are 


disgusting and inhumane.” 

RSPCA spokeswoman Sophie 
Wilkinson said such attacks often 
increase during the summer holi¬ 
days. 

“This is all too common. We see 
birds shot most frequently, but 
cats are close behind,” she said. 

“It is normally either someone 
trying to keep cats away from 
their garden or kids who have got 
bored of shooting at targets. We 
do tend to see the number of 
attacks go up during school holi¬ 
days and at weekends. 

“It is something that should not 
be tolerated. 

“These sort of weapons cause a 
lot of damage and quite often 
cause fatal injuries or mean cats 
have to be put to sleep.” 

She added that the society 
would not hesitate to prosecute 
anyone caught shooting animals.

IN 2008, 115,000 dairy cows were killed 
shortly after birth - half a million male 
calves are born every year in the UK. 

The dairy industry doesn’t value them, 
they are the wrong gender for milk produc¬ 
tion and beef farmers consider them 
unsuitable for beef production. 

One way of giving male dairy calves a bet¬ 
ter life is to rear them for British veal. 

In the UK, more than a quarter of the pop¬ 
ulation eats veal, yet most of the consumed 
veal is imported from intensive continental 
systems that do not meet British animal 
welfare standards. 


High welfare veal is being produced in 
Britain. The calves are reared in groups on 
straw and receive a better diet. 

If British veal eaters switched from 
imported to British veal, the British farming 
industry would be able to five more calves a 
life worth living. This is why I urge all meat 
eaters in Northants to choose British if they 
eat veal. Please join me and ‘Compassion in 
World Farming’ in the ‘Calf Life’ campaign 
to make Britain the place where male dairy 
calves are wanted and not wasted.

POLICE cannot rule out a sexual 
assault on tragic nine-year-old 
Stacey Lawrence. 

Stacey, from West Bromwich, 
was found strangled to death in a 
lorry cab in Warmington, 
Northamptonshire, on Saturday 
afternoon. 

The body of 40-year-old Darren 
Walker, Stacey’s mother’s 
boyfriend, was found hanging in 
woodland close to the scene 
where her body was found. 

Stacey was the youngest of four 
siblings and was described by her 
mother, Roxanne as very popular 
and artistic with a lively imagina¬ 
tion. 

After appealing for Walker’s for¬ 
mer partners to come forward, it 
was revealed that there had been 
one or two episodes of domestic 
violence. 

Detective Chief Inspector Tricia 
Kirk said: “We have identified a 
woman who stated that Darren 
Walker made a sexual approach 
towards her when she was aged 
15. We have obtained a full state¬ 
ment from her. 

“I have already said there is no 
evidence to suggest that Stacey 
was subjected to a serious sexual 
assault before she died but I 
believe some sexual touching did 
take place. 

“I am still waiting for the results 
of forensic tests which I hope will 
help me establish a fuller picture 


of what took place on Friday 
evening. 

“We are satisfied that there are 
no other persons involved in the 
death of Stacey.” 

Police received a call at 2pm on 
Saturday saying a white Spar 
lorry had not returned to its base. 

The vehicle was tracked to the 
A605 near Warmington and was 
discovered parked in a lorry park. 
Officers discovered Stacey’s body 
in the unlocked cab. 

The lorry had left the depot at 
4am for Norfolk before returning 


to the midlands. 

A spokesman from Spar said: 
“We are deeply saddened by a 
tragic incident which has been 
reported to us this weekend. 

“We are unable to comment 
further at this time, while the 
police are establishing all the 
facts. 

“We will, of course, be offering 
the police our full support in 
their inquiry. 

“In the meantime our thoughts 
are with the families of those 
affected.”

London midland 
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Shorter wait as 
targets hit early 

PATIENTS in Northamptonshire now 
have the shortest waiting times for 
years after hospitals met their targets a 
month early. 

From November 2008, no patient has 
had to wait longer than 18 weeks, 
where clinically appropriate and is the 
patients’ choice to receive consultant- 
led treatment after being referred by 
their GP, with the average waiting time 
just eight weeks. 

This has meant earlier diagnosis and 
treatment, whether in hospital or at 
outpatient facilities. 

NHS Northamptonshire has been 
working closely with GP practices, 
other health care providers and both 
Northampton and Kettering General 
Hospitals to turn national government 
goals, set in 2004, into reality. 

The targets stated that, by December 
2008: 

■ 90 per cent of patients requiring 
hospital treatment would start their 
treatment within 18 weeks 

■ 95 per cent of patients requiring 
outpatient treatment would start their 
treatment within 18 weeks 

Figures show that 3,654 people who 
were admitted to hospital for treat¬ 
ment during December 2008 waited 
less than 18 weeks, which is 95.4 per 
cent of the total 3,829. 

For those patients who received their 
treatment somewhere other than dur¬ 
ing an inpatient stay, 7,553 were treat¬ 
ed within 18 weeks of referral, which is 
97.3 per cent of the total 7,762. 

lohn Parkes, chief executive of NHS 
Northamptonshire, said: “This is great 
news for county residents, and demon¬ 
strates the hard work that is being done 
by our local health care providers 
working together for the people of 
Northamptonshire.” 


amessagefromtheMayor 
We have to make changes 



IN his exclusive 
column for the 
Herald & Post, Cllr 
Michael Hill, Mayor 
of Northampton, 
takes a look at the 
changes ahead. 

SOME people welcome the 
changes while others prefer 
that things stay as they 
remember them from child¬ 
hood. 

Progress in any field means 
modernisation, and that in 
turn means change. 

Long-term residents often 
say to me what a shame it was 
to lose buildings such as the 
Notre Dame School, and with 
the benefit of hindsight it 
would perhaps have been a 
good thing to have kept the 
fine facade. 

Yet educational styles change 
and a building that was suit¬ 
able for 1950 schooling is not 
appropriate for the 21st centu¬ 
ry. 

Whatever the architectural 


merits of the building — and 
one only has to cite supporters 
and critics of the Prince of 
Wales’ views on architecture to 
know how widely opinions 
vary — it would not have been 
able to deliver the education 
today’s children need. 

There are some fine new 
schools in Northampton. The 
Caroline Chisholm School 
near Wootton Fields and the 
new Bridgewater Primary 
School in Abington Vale are 
two very good examples. 

They are designed for today’s 
educational styles, something 
which a building some 80 
years or more old cannot do. 

But we do have some very 
fine old buildings in 
Northampton, and the second 
weekend in September, cele¬ 
brated nationally as Heritage 
Weekend, gives local people 
the chance to see inside places 
that are not normally open to 
the public. 

Do take the opportunity to 
visit some of the town’s many 
and unrecognised architectur¬ 
al gems. 

I started this column by say¬ 
ing towns change, and certain¬ 
ly the Government plan to 


expand Northampton from its 
present 200,000 or so inhabi¬ 
tants to a city-size 300,000 will, 
if it comes to fruition, mean 
many massive changes. 

Plans to build on green fields 
around the town — south of 
Great Houghton and 
Hardingstone and near 
Collingtree being two striking 
examples — are causing great 
public interest, and the con¬ 
sultation on the Core Strategy 
Plan for the town gives all resi¬ 
dents their chance to express 
their views on what 
Northampton should look like 
20 years from now. 

Towns do change. We lost a 
castle and gained a railway sta¬ 
tion. Most people would say 
that was a change, a progress, 
that was beneficial for the 
town. But change it certainly 
was. 

What is important to every¬ 
one is that the Northampton of 
2030 is an even better place to 
live than the Northampton of 
2009, a town with good hous¬ 
ing, health care, employment 
and education. 

It must be a place where peo¬ 
ple are proud to say “I come 
from Northampton”.

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Plea for academy 
to be scrapped as 
grades hit target

EXCELLENT GCSE results have prompted a 
county councillor to question why Weston 
Favell Secondary School could be turned into 
an Academy. 

Liberal Democrat Parliamentary Candidate for 
Northampton North constituency, Cllr Andrew 
Simpson, has called on the Conservative run 
county council to abandon plans for the school 
to be turned into an Academy after results 
showed it is meeting the Government’s targets. 

Cllr Simpson said: “There is no justification 
whatsoever for the county council to force this 
school to become an Academy 

“Today’s results show the school is now not just 
meeting but exceeding the Government’s 
National Challenge target of 30 per cent of pupils 
achieving GCSE grades A to C, including English 
and Maths. 

“If the county council insist on pressing ahead 
with this ill thought out move it will simply dis¬ 
rupt the school and cause all the hard work that 
has achieved these fantastic results put at risk.” 

The county council announced in March that 
education chiefs had been looking into whether 
transforming Weston Favell’s secondary school 
into an academy would accelerate the school’s 
improvement and provide greater learning 
opportunities for its students. 

A spokesman for Northamptonshire County

Council said: “Our director of children and 
young people’s services has met with the head¬ 
teacher and chair of governors and congratulat¬ 
ed them on the progress made with this year’s 
results. 

“Clearly the school has begun to respond to its 
challenge. 

“Both ourselves and the Department for 
Children, Schools and Families believe that 
change at the school could help to build on this 
progress and so we still propose the school 
should close and re-open as an academy. 

“We’ll launch a consultation on the proposal 
during September giving the school community 
the opportunity to respond to that proposal.”

School merger plans to be put in the spotlight 


RADICAL measures to boost 
school performance in 
Northampton reach a crucial 
stage this term with the launch 
of a series of consultations. 

The new academic year will 
see Northamptonshire County 
Council consulting on four 
separate proposals put forward 
as a response to long-term 
underperformance of individ¬ 
ual schools. 

Initial plans point to the 
potential merger of Bellinge 
Primary School with Ecton 
Brook Primary, and Woodvale 
Primary School with Sunnyside 
Primary School. 

Cllr Andrew Grant, cabinet 
member for children and 
young people, said: “To deliver 
excellent education, we must 
recognise when it’s appropriate 
to introduce radical change. 

“In each of these cases, we 
have presented a solution 
which we feel is most suited to 
the specific needs of the indi¬ 
vidual school. 

“We believe that in each case, 
the proposals would result in 
strong leadership and manage¬ 
ment and improved teaching 
as well as wider social and non- 
curricular benefits 

“Consultation is essential to 
ensure that the right decisions 



are taken about the future of 
these schools. 

“When the time comes to 
make a decision, we want to 
make sure we’re taking into 
account the views of the fami¬ 
lies and communities affected 
by these proposals.” 

For Bellinge Primary School, 
the publication of a statutory 
notice for closure will signal 


the beginning of a six-week 
period where formal represen¬ 
tations can be made to the 
council. This will mean the 
start of the statutory process 
for the closure of the school in 
preparation for its potential 
reopening as a self-contained 
campus site of its current part¬ 
ner school, Ecton Brook 
Primary School. 

Sunnyside Primary School 
will also have a six week statu¬ 
tory representation process 
relating to a proposal to close 
the school in preparation for its 
potential reopening as a self- 
contained campus site of its 
current partner school, 
Woodvale Primary School. 

For Weston Favell School, the 
council will launch a consulta¬ 
tion on Monday into proposals 
to replace the existing school 
with an academy model of 
education sponsored by the 
education charity United 
Learning Trust (ULT). 

ULT will launch a simultane¬ 
ous but separate consultation 
on the opportunities a ULT- 
sponsored academy would 
present. 

The consultation on the Unity 
College proposal will take place 
later in the autumn. Details will 
be confirmed at a later date.

BEER goggles and Mario Kart on the 
Nintendo Wii have helped to get the 
message across about the dangers of 
drink driving to young people. 

Police, council and fire and rescue offi¬ 
cers from the casualty reduction part¬ 
nership joined forces to spend the 
evening in Northampton town centre. 

The event, called Game Over, took 
place on the piazza by All Saints Church. 

A digi-van with a giant screen on the 
side was used to play the Mario Kart 
driving game on the Nintendo Wii.

Kerry Bradshaw, assistant casualty 
reduction officer at Northamptonshire 
County Council, said: “The idea of the 
event was to try to communicate the 
dangers of drink driving to young people 
in a different way. 

“A drink drive conviction has the 
potential to ruin your life, not only will 
you have a criminal record and substan¬ 
tial fine, you could also lose your licence 
and your job.

Matt’s ready for 

Cycle4Cynthia 

challenge 

IN early 2006, Irthlingborough 
cyclist Matt Embleton was told he 
had just six months to live, having 
been diagnosed with multiple 
terminal cancers. 

Three years on, he’s still doing well 
and determined to show his support 
for the charities dear to his heart by 
leaping into the saddle. 

The 61 -year-old father of two will 
be back on his bike to take part in 
this year’s Cycle4Cynthia, the annual 
event which has raised more than 
£100,000 for The Friends of Cynthia 
Spencer Hospice and Macmillan 
Cancer Support in 
Northamptonshire since it began 
five years ago. 

Matt’s story is one that continues to 
confound the medics; having been 
told that he had cancer of the neck, 
throat, mouth, and tongue and with 
later tests also showing that he had 
multiple growths in his lungs, the 
doctors informed him that nothing 
could be done and that he should 
bring Christmas forward. 

But Matt had no such thoughts of 
giving in. 

He said: “I told the consultants 
that, whilst I would accept the 
finality of my situation, I had no 
intention of lying down without a 
bloody good fight and said I 
intended to do a 125km charity ride 
the very next day. And I did.” 

The former firefighter then faced 
many months of intense 
chemotherapy and radiotherapy but 
despite being hit hard by the 
treatments, remained determined to 
keep cycling sometimes peddling 40 
miles in a day. 

Matt said: "I’ve been taken to the 
Pearly Gates on at least two 
occasions but I refused to go 
through. 

"Now I concentrate on each and 
every day and enjoy it as much as 
possible because, despite all its ups 
and downs, life really is worth living. 

"If you can summon the mental 
will power you can certainly increase 
your body’s ability to survive.” 


OLYMPIAN Hollie Avil has given 
her advice to people taking part 
in The Run. 

A former pupil at Campion 
School, Hollie was just 18-years- 
old when she represented Great 
Britain at the Beijing Olympics in 
the triathlon. 

Now studying for a degree at 
Loughborough University and 
continuing to compete on the 
international triathlon circuit, 
Hollie spoke about how pleased 
she was to see an event like the 
Run 09 being organised in her 
home county. 


She said: “The Run '09 is going to 
be fantastic fun and it’s great to 
have such an event in the county. 

“I did my first ever triathlon at 
Roade School in 2005 and I was 
really nervous about taking part. 

“I loved it though and The Run 
‘09 could be the stepping stone for 
so many others, whether it’s to the 
Olympics or just becoming fitter 
and healthier.” 

With high hopes of bringing a 
medal home to Northampton¬ 
shire from the London 2012 
Olympics, Hollie started out her 
career in sport at athletics and 


swimming clubs in Northampton 
before the idea of triathlon took 
hold. Although sickness two days 
before her race put paid to a 
medal in Beijing, Hollie has put 
that set-back behind her and is 
focusing on London in three years 
time. 

She added: “One thing you learn 
quickly in sport is that it’s within 
everyone’s capability to succeed. 

“I would say to anyone doubting 
if they could get around a 5km or 
10km run to give it a go and they 
might surprise themselves. Try 
your best and never give up”

We’ve been trying to compete and win in all 
forms of the game this year and we’ve been able to 
give our younger players plenty of experience. 

All credit to those who have come in and per¬ 
formed, as well as the senior players. 

We’ve got three games left and we want six points 
from them. 

I am a fan of the 40 over game and I am pleased 
that we will be playing more of it rather than 50 
over cricket next season. 

When I was playing we had three and four-day 
matches in the County Championship, 40-over 
cricket in the Sunday League and 60 then 55 overs 
in the Cup. 

Those could be long days and I think that the way 
we have done it for 2010 is the best. There’s also 
going to be more Twenty20 cricket. 

Twenty20 is a great advert for the game, although 
we need to make sure we don’t play too much and 
I think next year will be about right.

Hall the star turn in 
thrilling tied match 


CRICKET 

PRO40 has been a much-maligned compe¬ 
tition since its reintroduction, but Monday’s 
thrilling tie at the County Ground showed 
there is still life in the old dog yet. 

From next year it will be the premier form 
of one-day cricket in England, with the 50 
over-a-side competition set to be axed 
ahead of the ICC’s global review of limited 
overs cricket. 

Not that the politics of the sport will have 
bothered either Northants or Warwickshire, 
both of whom went into the match striving 
to keep alive their hopes of clinching the 
Division Two title. 

The outcome of the 2009 edition, set to be 
the last with two divisions, will have little 
bearing on next year’s tournament when it 
switches to a 21-team, three-conference, 
season-long competition. 

But for the two sides it is a chance to earn 
a piece of silverware for the trophy cabinet, 
assuming either can chase down runaway 
leaders Kent. 

On a green wicket with overcast condi¬ 
tions, Warwickshire chose to bowl first and, 
thanks in part to Indian overseas bowler 
Sreesanth, made early inroads to reduce the 
Steelbacks to 58-3. 

Enter Andrew Hall. The veteran cam¬ 
paigner was at his majestic best in an impe¬ 
rious 104 not out, the first in limited overs 
cricket by a Northants batsman for over a 
year. 

Putting on a century stand for the fourth 
wicket with fellow South African Nicky Boje, 
Hall sent the Bears attack to all parts of the 



ground. Ant Botha and Neil Carter were 
both expertly despatched back over their 
heads for six by the 34-year-old. 

The hosts closed on 212-6 and were soon 
causing problems for the Warwickshire 
batsman thanks to excellent new ball bowl¬ 


ing from lohan van der Wath and lack 
Brooks. But the early loss of Carter brought 
Ian Bell to the crease who, after initially 
struggling to get the bat anywhere near the 
ball, made 65. 

The England international’s innings 
lurched from the sublime to the ridiculous 
at times and he was dropped on 20 when 
Hall spilled a chance in the slips after Rob 
White appeared to dive across him trying to 
take the same catch. 

With the game slipping away from 
Northants, Bell did them a favour by bring¬ 
ing about his own demise by recklessly gal¬ 
loping down the wicket to smash Boje out of 
the park and giving Niall O’Brien an easy 
stumping. 

That left the visitors needing 54 to win and 
only the intervention of Rikki Clarke kept 
them in the hunt as the wickets continued 
to tumble around him. 

It all came down to the final ball with the 
scores tied. 

Steffan Piolet desperately tried to reach 
the crease in search off the game winning 
run, but before he could get there, Hall 
whipped off the bails for a run out and 
ensured both sides would share the points. 

The result leaves Warwickshire sitting one 
place above Northants in fourth thanks to a 
superior net run rate and with a game in 
hand. Both teams are on five points, four 
behind Kent. 

Northants were handed a further boost 
before the game with the news that Stephen 
Peters and David Willey have both signed 
contract extensions that keep them at the 
club until the end of 2011. 


NCL REVIEW 

A CENTURY from Tim Roberts saw Finedon 
Dolben remain in pole position at the sum¬ 
mit of the NCL Premier Division ahead of 
next weekend’s top two showdown. 

Dolben recorded a five-wicket victory away 
to Brixworth to maintain their lead over 
Northampton Saints, who they face in a 
match that will go a long way to deciding the 
title.

GIANCARLO Fisichella felt he could have won Sunday’s 
Belgian Grand Prix after finishing just over a second 
behind Ferrari’s Kimi Raikkonen. 

The Italian stunned the rest of the field by qualifying on 
pole and finishing second to secure the first points and 
podium finish for Force India. 

Fisichella was overtaken by Raikkonen after an early 
safety car period, but kept on the tail of the 2007 World 
Champion right until the end. 

“Actually if I can be honest I am a little disappointed as 
I felt we could have won the race,” said the 36-year-old. 

“But we can’t take it away from the fantastic result, 
both at the track and in the factory to get this result. 

“Before coming to Spa if you had asked all the team if 
we would have been happy to finish eighth we would 
have said it was a fantastic result but second is a dream, 



just great.” Fisichella was able to match the lap times of 
Raikkonen, but the KERS boost system on the Ferrari 
ensured the Finnish driver was able to keep just far 
enough in front along the straights. 


The owner of the Silverstone-based team, Dr Vijay 
Mallya, could not contain his excitement after achieving 
their first ever place on the podium. 

Fie said: “I am so proud of this race, which will 
ultimately go down in the history books as India’s first- 
ever World Championship points. It’s been a fantastic 
Saturday, fantastic race and to get our first podium and 
championship points is just unbelievable. 

“We’ve worked so very hard to get this with a solid 
plan of upgrades coming through on the factory. 

“Giancarlo drove a truly outstanding race. We can all be 
so proud of the entire effort.” 

Mallya also insisted that Fisichella would not be joining 
Ferrari for the next round of the series at Monza on 
September 13. 

It was rumoured over the weekend that he would 
temporarily replace Luca Badoer for the Italian Grand 
Prix, although this has been denied by Force India.

THE new, highly anticipated Guin¬ 
ness Premiership season kicks off 
for Northampton Saints on Sunday 
in a re-run of last year's opening day 
fixture. 

Worcester Warriors are the visitors 
to Franklin’s Gardens and the Saints 
will be hoping for a repeat of last 
year’s result which saw them run out 
21-13 winners. 

Tim Mallinder will be expecting his 
side to push on for a place in the top 
four this season after last year 
arguably surpassed all expectations. 

Northampton secured their Pre¬ 
miership safety with relative ease but 
it was on the European stage where 
they really shone, clinching the Chal¬ 
lenge Cup and securing a place 
among the best clubs on the conti¬ 
nent for this season. 

Of course, Heineken Cup rugby is a 
couple of months away yet and the 
focus is firmly on the league and this 
Sunday’s match in front of the Sky 
Sports television cameras.
